ANNUAL MEETING AT EDMONTON. 


The sixth annual meeting of 
the Alberta and Hastern British 
Columbia Press Association was 
held on’ Thursday and Friday 
last in IXdmonton. 

Mayor Lee adressed the dele- 
gates in a few brief, but cheery, 
words of welcome, at 10 o’clock 
Thursday, in which he extended 
the freedom of the capital. to the 
jolly party of newspaper men, 
who had gathered in Edmonton 
for the first time, spoke of the 
importance of the meeting and 
gladly gave the convention the 
use of the council chamber for 
their sessions. 

The chief feature of the morn- 
ing session was the unanimous 
election of W. A. Buchanan, M. 
P.P., of Lethbridge, as president 
of the association for the coming 
year, and the equally unanimous 


.{choice of the growing city of 


Lethbridge as the next place of 
meeting. 

In the words of M.R. Jennings, 
who moved for Lethbridge’as the 
place of convention next year, 
that city has grown more rapidly 
than any other city in the prov- 
ince. D. H. Elton, who was spe- 
cially commissioned by the board 
of trade of the south town to ex- 
tend the invitation of the associ- 
ation to come there next year, 
presented the invitation of the 
board, and spoke for Lethbridge 
as only an enthusiastic booster 
such as ‘‘Dave’’ can. 

W. A. Buchanan, the popular 
newspaper member from the 
south, was elected to the presi- 
dent’s office with a cheer, his 
predecessor, Capt, Thomas, being 
elevated to the position of honor- 
ary president.

The 
discuesion showed that the job 
department of the newspaper 
offices has been in the habit of 
cutting rates to secure business 
and thus a ruinous competition 
has sprung up. 

Many valuable euggestions 
were brought out through the 
medium of the question drawer. 
The discussion on the questions 
asked ranged from the job print- 
ing office to the directing of the 
policy of the editorial column. 

The new constitution and by- 
laws of the association, which 
were submittad by a committee 


during the session Thursday,call | | 


for an initial fee of $10 and a 
yearly subscription of $5. The 
fee was held high so as to impress 
the newspaper fraternity with the 
high standard of the Alberta 
association. In future the pro- 
ceedings of the press convention 
are to be printed in pamphlet 
form and distributed to all the 
newspaper Offices in the province.

Parliament Will Meet 
| at Early Day. 


Some of the Problems Before the 
House. 


Ottawa, Sept. 9.—Everything 
indicates that the Government 
intends to convene Parliament at 
an early day, possibly on tbe first 
Thursday in November. The 
Ministers are returning, and Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier—whu really: does 
about all the work anyhow—is at 
his desk. There is no reason why 
the Departments should not be 
ready as the last fiscal year end- 
ed five months ago and the House 
prorogued in May. November 
sessions in the part have been 
unsatisfactory. The House has 
not been assembled until the last 
week in November with the 
Christmas holidays close at hand. 
The result has been that nothing 
was done until January beyond 
disposing of the debate upon the 
address. If the House meets early 
in November, however, there is 
no reason why it should not settle 
down to business at once and the 
Christmas holidays need make no 
more disturbance than would the 
Easter holidays at a later date. 


The Government has plenty to 
bring before Parliament and it 
will have some serious problems 
to confront. The debate upon 
naval defence and Imperial con- 
tributions will undoubtedly com- 
mand the attention of the coun- 
try. Allied with these, are the 
questions relating to the all red 
cable and the all red steamship 
route. Again, the recently passed 
American Tariff Bill has present- 


=|ed difficulties to the Customs and 


Finance Departments and even 
to some of the Provincial Gov- 
ernments, and it will not be sur- 
prising if a part of the session 
should be devoted to supplemen- 
tary tariff Jegislation. This is the 
more likely because the Govern- 
ment is anxious to back out of 
the ridiculous trap in which it 
caught itself while attempting to 
play horse with Germany. It 
looks very much as though the 
German surtax would be abolish- 
ed and the British preference 
virtually extended to Germany. 
The fact that the farmers in this 
country are excluded from the 
second largest market in the 
world cannot much longer escape 
attention. 


The Grand Trunk Pacific pro- 
ject will be up again for con- 
sideration. Mr. Lumsden’s resig- 
nation as Chief Engineer, under 
all the circumstances, may well 
call for an inquiry by Parlia- 
Lumsden made a great 
mistake in not supporting Major 
Hodgins when the latter made 
his charges against over-classifi- 
cation and secured a committee 
from the House to investigate 
them. No one now disputes that 
he was telling the exact truth and 
if Lumsden and the Grand Trunk 
engineers had came forward and 
supported him he would have 
made a case which would have 
cleared the atmosphere and saved 
the country a vsést amount of 
money. Mr. Lumsden, however, 
gave Hodgins no assistance and 
the Major was brow-beaten into 
diamissing the case. Before long 
it dawned upon Lumsden that 
the abuses pointed out by Major 
Hodgins were so extensive and 
far reaching that they could no 
longer be tolerated. Then he 
attempted to interfere, and got 
sacked for his interference, The 
Government would not have 
dared to fire him had he ccme 
cut boldly and told the public at 
the time of the Hodgins’ inquiry 
what he will tell the public on the 
witness stand at the next ses- 
sion. 


The death of Mr. Reid, a mem- 
ber of the §National Transconti- 
nental Railway Commission, calls 
attention to the fundamental 
weakness of the whole N. T. R. 
organization. Mr. Reid was a 
paper box manufacturer who was 
born and lived all his life in Lon- 
don, Ontario, and_ probably 
knew little more about construct- 
ing a railway than he knew about 
constructing a flying machine. 
He was a good man and never 
pretended to be an engineer or 
experienced in construction work. 
He might just as well have been 
appointed to the Hydrographic 
Survey as to the N.T.R. Commis- 
sion. Much the same may be 
said of his colleagues. One was 
a police court lawyer and another 
Not one of them 
would have been chosen by the 
C. P. R. or Mackenzie and Mann 
for positions at all analagous to 
the ones they received from the 
Federal Government. The Pan- 


‘ama Canal construction has not 


been a shining success, but when 
one compares the personnel of 
the Panama construction board 
with the construction board of 
the N. T. R. a striking contrast 
appears not in favor of present- 
day Canadian methods. 

Mr. Reid personally was not to 
blame for the system and he was 
justified in accepting the ap- 
pointment when it came to him, 
but in the nature of things he and 
his colleagues were utterly unable 
to direct and control operations 
in the field and without any dis- 


honesty: on their part aroad which 
should have cost not to exceed 
$90,000,000 will ultimately cost 
three or four times that much. 

It is' certain that the Eastern 
section from Winnipeg to Moncton 
including the Quebec Bridge will 
not cost less than $270,000,000 or

The naval question may yet 
give some trouble to the politi- 
cians. The Opposition should sit 
tight and let the government do 
the experimenting. 
proaching the subject gingerly. 
All of our information so far has 
trickled to us from London, the 
Ministers at Ottawa having 
nothing to say. 

It will be hard for any Govern- 
ment to bring down any scheme 
for naval construction which 
could not be attacked with con- 
siderable force and ability. If 
the ships are to be constructed in 
England, many at once will say: 
‘“Why not spend Canadian money 
in Canada? On the other hand if 
itis proposed to build warships 
in Canada, the objection will be 
made that we have not the faci- 
lities for doing so, and persons 
inclined to be humorous will re- 
call the luxuriant furnishings of 
the ‘‘Montcalm”’, the expensive 
repairs of the ‘‘ an and the 
wonderful trip of the ‘‘Arctic.’’ 
Much is to be said, however, in 
favor of the shipyards already 
established on the sea coast and 
on the Great Lakes. If they can 
build the ships their plea for 
Government patronage will not 
be passed over lightly. 


One fundamental difficulty with 
this whole question is that we do 
not agree among ourselves as to 
what end we have in view. Are 
the ships to be a part of the 
British Navy, or are they intend- 
ed for coast and home defence? 
If we are to really build up the 
British Navy for some expected 
nearby emergency, the practical 
war would be a cash contribution. 
No one will seriously contend 
that a couple of gunboats steam- 
ing from British Columbia around 
Cape'Horn to ‘the North Sea 
could cut much figure in deciding 
the war some people are pictur- 
ing as inevitable between Britain 
and Germany. On the other hand 
if these ships are merely intend- 
ed to prevent poaching and to 
visit our seaports or even in 
necessity to defend them, there 
seems every reason why we 
should patronize home industry 
as far as possible. 1t would not 
be surprising to find applications 
for aid to steel ship building from 
Halifax, Sydney, St. John, Que- 
bec, Montreal, Toronto, Colling- 
wood, Sault Ste. Marie, Prince 
Rupert and Vancouver. The 
present Government will try to 
placate every interest and the 
Opposition will have to have a 
clean cut policy if they are to 


make any impression upon the|. 


country. Just now it is doubtful 
whether there is sufficient inter- 
est in the subject throughout the 
country. to justify a premature 
declaration of policy. 


The whole question is wound 
up and interlaced with the broad- 
er and deeper question of Im- 
perialism. As between the two 
parties the Conservative party by 
tradition has been the party most 
concerned in strengthening the 
ties between this country and 
the Mother land, Hon. George 
E. Foster, whose speech upon 
naval defence in the House was 
notable, has taken high and ad- 
vanced ground upon the obli- 
gation of Canada, her future duty 
and destiny. It is not likely that 
his views are far apart from those 
held by Mr. R. L. Borden. But 
Mr. Borden as leader of the 
Opposition must epeak always 


with deliberation and not commit| 
himself and his party hastily to} 
The whole|

LAYING OF CORNER STONE 
OF NEW METHODIST CHURCH. 


Hon. A, C. Rutherford, Premier of Alberta, Present. 


The laying of the corner stone 
of the Leonard Gaetz Memorial 
Methodist church on Wednesday 
afternoon last was a red letter 
day for the Methodists of Red 
Deer. The weather was all that 
could be desired,. the attendance 
large and speakers of the best. 

Among those present were 
Hon. A. C. Rutherford, Premier 
of Alberta; Hon. W. H. Cushing; 
Dr. Tory, President. of the. Pro- 
vincial University, the Mayor 
and leading citizena of the’ town. 
In ‘the words of the Advocate, 
the arrangements were happily 
conceived and well carried out; 
‘the speeches were brief, interest- 
ing and inspiring; thes. ladies 
cared for the wants ofthe inner 
man in good style; and the whole 
event gave an appropriate pub- 
lic ‘start to the life ‘of the new 
church. 

Mr. Huestis was director of 
ceremonies, fittingly introducing 
the speakers.: He read the ritual 
of the church for such an’ occas- 
ion, the audience joining in hymn 
and responsive reading. Rey. 
Thos. . Powell, the. chairman. of 
the. Lacombe district, ‘led in 
prayer, and Rey. W..K. Allen, of 
Springvale, secretary of the Red 
Deer district, read the Scripture 
lesson. Mr. Huestis spoke prin- 
cipally for the church ;the Mayor, 
Mr. Payne and Mr. Michener, for 
the town, school and the district; 
Mr., R. ‘L.. Gaetz for the ‘Gaetz 
family, while the distinguished 
outside visitors dealt with the 
important occasion from the Pro- 
vincial standpoint. 


Brief addresses were given by 
Rev.Mr.Huestis, Mayor Botterili, 
E. Michener, M. P. P., W. E. 
Payne, R. L, Gaetz, Hon. W. ‘H. 
Cushing, Dr. Tory, and Premier 
A. C. Rutherford. 

Mr. Huestis said’ Dr. Gaetz was; one 
among the great men of vision, of 
hope, of ambition, of energy, who laid 
the foundations of the Great West. 
The character. of the town of Red 
Deer was largely due to his influence, 
and‘Red'Deer was second to none in 
the character of its citizenship and the 
general intelligence of its people. 

Mayor Botterill looked upon the 
building of the church as‘a‘sign of 
the return, of prosperity to the district. 
He welcomed the visitors, and wished 
the church all success, and ‘bore trib- 
ute to Dr. Gaetz’ character. 

E. Michener, M.P.P., said the Gov- 
ernment, the University and the 
Church on this occasion were uniting 
to honor the memory of one of the 
great men of the Proyince who had 
achieved great things for the district 
and nation. 

Mr. Payne wished the boys and girls 
to remember this as a history making 
day in Red Deer, and as a token that 
their great men were not forgotten.

The following report. was pre- 
sented to the Council by the 
Commissioners at the last reg- 
ular meeting held on Thursday 
evening last: ; 

COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT. 
-- We were requested by Coun- 
cillor McKee to ‘look into the 
matter of water rates for building 
purposes. . The agreement. with 
the Western.General Electric Co. 
calls for the rates to approximate 
the rates charged in Calgary or 
Edmonton, and'we find that the 
rates here are identical with those 
in Calgary, and a little less than 
the Edmonton ones... We wrote 

-these citiee asking for their re- 
vised rates and have only receiv- 
ed the ones from Edmonton which 
have been reduced in some cases. 
Water for building purposes has 
been reduced there, Ag it will be 
necessary to revise the rates, we 
will before the end of the year 
submit a new schedule for your 
consideration. 

] ‘Pursuant to your instructions, 
and in accordance with the reso- 
lution passed by the ratepayers 
meeting, we, on Sept. 1st, served 
a.demand on the Western Gen- 
eral Electric Co. .to lower their 
pone rates to the rates charged 

y the Alberta Government. On 
receiving their refusal we notified 
the ratepayers committee of this 
fact. 

We have requested Engineer 
Neville to prepare for putting in 
the concrete approach to the 
fire hall and walks to the offices, 
algo to survey the road around 
the new part of the cemetery. 

The spindle in the hydrant at 
Stone’s corner having been again 
broken we had it taken up and 
replaced by a new one, e are 
having a. stand pipe made ‘to be 
placed near the corner of Ross. 
‘and Mackenzie. Ave. for use in. 
filling the water cart. The fre- 
quent opening of the hydrants in 
the fall saturates the ground 
around the bottom and probably 
accounts for their freezing up so 
readily. This should overcome 
this, besides being more con- 
venient. ; 

We recommend that a cheque

All the contemplated sewer 


Co. makes a profit of 51 per cent. 
though this evidently does not 
provide for depreciation of plant. 
Provided the Town could manu- 
facture pipe as cheaply as the Co. 
which we do not believe is at all 
possible, the Town would save 
about 34 per cent. on present 
prices paid for concrete pipe, al- 
lowing nothing for depreciation 
or interest on investment, or 
breakages. As:the price of vitri- 
fied pipe is at present over 10 per 
cent. less than price we are now 
paying for concrete pipe, and in 
buying that kind we only pay for 
sound pipe it does not appear 
that the Town could save much 
on making concrete pipe, in fact 
would probably lose money. Then 
the amount of pipe to be used 
next year cannot be approximated 
even, at present there are no 
sewers contemplated except the 
septic tank so that we strongly 
recommend against the purchase 
of the plant. For the above rea- 
son of not knowing what pipe 
will be required next year we 
cannot recommend the purchase 
of the pipe the Co. has on hand, 
there is not enough of any one 
size to lay one block, and. our 
Engineer states that it is not’ ad- 
visable to lay two kinds of pipe 
between manholes. Even with 
the 20 per cent. offered consider- 
ing we can buy vitrified pipe for 
10 per cent. less there would only 
be a saving of 10 per cent. and 
that would soon be eaten in 
interest and breakages. Besides 
we cannot recommend the ex- 
penditure of over $650 in cash
